Never  Knew  Why  I  Was  There 

I  never  did  find  out  exactly  why  I 
was  there,  but  I  tried  to  carry  my 
corner  in  planning  for  a  coming  na¬ 
tion-wide  campaign  to  gather  relief 
for  European  sufferers. 

The  seats  were  arranged  semi¬ 
circular  around  the  Chairman’s  desk. 
On  the  Chairman’s  right  sat  Mrs. 
Roosevelt,  and  on  his  left  sat  former 
Governor  Herbert  Lehman  of  New 
York— at  that  time  the  head  of 
UNRA.  I  sat  at  the  left  end  of  the 
crescent  of  seats  and  from  that  van¬ 
tage  point  had  a  good  opportunity  to 
observe  the  proceedings  both  from 
the  chair  and  from  the  group. 

As  the  proceedings  went  forward, 
each  one  was  called  upon  to  say  what 
part  he  thought  the  group  with 
which  he  was  associated  would  take 
in  this  national  campaign.  Mr.  Heinz 
of  the  great  Heinz  industries  spoke 
for  industry;  George  Fielding  Elliott 
spoke  for  the  radio;  Mrs.  Pabody, 
president  of  the  Women’s  Clubs  of 
America,  sooke  for  the  women;  the 


In  April,  1946,  I  was  Invited  to  a 
White  House  Conference  on  European 
Relief  with  a  Committee  which  had 
been  appointed  by  the  President  with 
Mr.  Henry  J.  Kaiser  as  Chairman. 
The  President  had  Just  returned  from 
Yalta.

representatives  of  the  Federal  Coun¬ 
cil,  of  the  Catholics,  and  of  the  Jews 
pledged  their  support  and  coopera¬ 
tion.  I  was  asked  what  could  be  ex¬ 
pected  of  Southern  Baptists. 

Mrs.  Roosevelt  raised  the  question 
as  to  whether  we  Southern  Baptists 
were  not  represented  by  the  spokes¬ 
man  for  the  Federal  Council.  This 
made  it  necessary  for  me  to  explain 
to  the  entire  group  that  Southern 
Baptists  were  not  affiliated  with  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches.  Mrs. 
Roosevelt  appeared  quite  astonished 
at  that,  as  did  some  others,  and  raised 
the  question  as  to  why  we  were  not 
Affiliated  with  the  Federal  Council. 

It  was  a  tense  moment  for  me  and 
for  others.  I  felt  that  in  one  respect, 
I  was  rather  on  the  spot;  in  another 
respect,  it  provided  me  with  a  great 
opportunity  to  make  clear  our  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  position  to  a  group  of 
Important  national  leaders. 

As  I  arose  to  answer  the  question, 
I  was  only  within  a  few  feet  of  Mrs. 
Roosevelt  and  could  observe  her  deep 
Interest.  I  said:  “Mrs.  Roosevelt,  von 
have  asked  why  Southern  Baptists/ 
with  some  six  million  members  in 
their  churches,  are  not  represented 
in  the  Federal  Council  and  are  not 
spoken  for  by  the  spokesman  of  the 
Federal  CounriL  You  have  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  representative  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  here,  and 
you  have  a  distinguished  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  Jewish  religion  here,  but 
I  notice  you  did  not  ask  that  question 
of  them.  I  think  the  whole  matter 
oan  he  explained  by  this  fact  and 
should  be  easily  understood  by  all. 
Southern  Baptists  are  not  in  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Council  of  Churches  for  the  same 
reason  that  oar  Jewish  friends  and 
our  Roman  Catholic  Churches  are  not 
affiliated  with  the  Council;  namely, 
because  we  have  a  different,  definite 
and  dfetinct  message,  mission  and 
method  which  do  not  permit  of  at¬ 
tempted  amalgamation  without  irri¬ 
tation  to  both." 

Mr«.  Roosevelt  ami  led  and  bowed 
her  head  a*  If  to  aay,  well  since  you 
have  put  yourself  In  the  same  posi¬ 
tion  as  the  Jews  and  the  Catholics 
•o  this  matter,  whose  representatives 
A**  here  with  at,  there  Is  nothing 
more  -to  say.%  • 

We  Are  Fundamentally  Different 
It  seems  to  me  that  everybody 
Miould  comprehend  this  matter  as  in¬ 
telligently  as  Mrs.  Roosevelt  did  and 
should  accept  our  position  as  graci¬ 
ously  as  she  did;  namely,  that  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  are  not  organically  af¬ 
filiated  with  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches  is  not  because  of  any  dis¬ 
like  for  the  Christian  leaders  and 
people  who  constitute  that:  group. 
There  are  many  very  fine  and  won¬ 
derful  Christians  among  them.  It  is 
only  because  we  are  fundamentally 
different  Ib  faith  and  in  practice; 
different  In  message  and  mission  and 
hi  method. 

I  might  go  on  to  say  further  that 
*  everybody  would  recognize  this 
fact,  even  all  Baptists,  It  would  be 
much  better  for  the  Kingdom  of  Ood. 
There  are  fc  nr  religious  groups  In 
America  and  each  one  should  gather 
into  its  fold  all  who  are  of  like  mind 
and  heart  and  find  among  them¬ 
selves  oongenlal  fellowship  in  worship 
and  in  work.  These  four  groups  in  the 
historic  order  are:  (1)  Jews;  (2)  Bap¬ 
tists;  (9)  Roman  Catholics;  4)  Prot¬ 
estants.

Reasons  For  Tithing 

Recently  we  have  carried  some 
articles  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Baylor  of 
Baltimore,  Md.,  under  the  subject 
of  /‘Some  Don’ts  for  Young 
Preachers.’*  Many  of  our  readers 
have  written  commending  these 
articles.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
our  readers  seem  ko  approve  -  of 
Dr.  Baylor’s  articles,  we  are  giving 
in  condensed  form  below  some 
reasons  he  gives  for  tithing. 

“The  tithe:  Abraham  commenc¬ 
ed  it!  Jacob  continued  M!  Moses 
confirmed  it!  Malachi  command¬ 
ed  it!  Jesus  commended  it!  We 
condemn  it — by  refusing  to  prac¬ 
tice  it.” 

He  gives  seven  reasons  for  tith¬ 
ing.  They  are: 

“(1)  Tithing  has  Scriptural  au¬ 
thority.  (2)  Tithing  is  fair  and 
business-like.  (3)  Tithing  puts  all 
the  membership  on  the  same  foot¬ 
ing.  (4)  Tithing  lifts  the  church 
out  of  the  attitude  of  a  beggar. 
(6)  Tithing  removes  the  necessity 
of  spasmodic  and  high  pressure 
collections.  (6)  Tithing  enables 
the  church  to  give  itself  to  the 
supreme  task  of  soul-winning.  (7) 
Tithing  has  the  promise  of  bless¬ 
ing.”

The  Churches  West 
Of  The  Mississippi 

We  are  indebted  to  Porter 
Routh,  Secretary  of  Survey  Statis¬ 
tics  and  Information  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Sunday  School  Board  for  the 
following  information. 

Southern  Baptist  churches  weat 
of  the  Mississippi  river  will  be  en¬ 
gaged  April  11-23  in  one  of  the 
most  extensive  simultaneous  re¬ 
vival  efforts  ever  attempted  by  an 
evangelical  group. 

Dr.  G.  E.  Matthews,  superinten¬ 
dent  of  evangelism  for  the  Home 
Mission  Board  and  director  of  pro¬ 
motion  for  the  simultaneous  ef¬ 
fort,  does  not  know  exactly  how 
many  of  the  8,762  churches  m  the 
H)  states  west  of  the  river  will 
participate  in  the  campaign,  but  a 
check  of  a  number  of  associations 
indicates  that  the  number  of 
churches  having  revival  meetings 
during  this  period  will  exceed  V 
000. 

Of  the  8,762  churches  to  the 
area,  7,113  reported  baptisms  last 
year.  A  total  of  1,539  of  the 
churches  were  without  a  pastor 
at  the  time  the  annual  report  was 
made  to  the  associationai  meeting 
tost  year. 

Like  other  areas  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention,  the  largest 


number  of  the  churches  are  in  the 
open  country.  Of  the  total,  3,351 
are  located  in  the  open  country, 
1,955  are  located  in  small  villages 
with  less  than  500  population, 
1,426  are  located  to  towns  with 
500-2.500  population,  and  2,030  are 
located  in  cities  with  2,500  popula¬ 
tion  or  more. 

However,  Baptist  churches  are 
more  fconcenlrated  in  the  cities  in 
the  Western  area  than  they  are 
to  other  sections  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  Thirty-two  per  cent  of  the 
Baptist  churches  co-operating  with 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
are  located  west  of  the  Mississippi 
river.  But  the  record  shows  that 
only  23  per  cent  of  the  open  coun¬ 
try  churches  are  located  in  that 
section,  compared  with  39  per  cent 
of  the  village  churches;  41  per  cent 
of  the  town  churches;  and  46  per 
cent  of  the  city  churches. 

Many  of  the  churches  west  of 
the  river  are  small.  A  total  of  3,364 
have  fewer  than  100  members. 
Only  434  of  the  churches  have 
more  than  1,000  mehibers. 

Since  there  to  more  of  the  mem¬ 
bership  concentrated  to  the  city 
churches  (56.9  per  cent),  the  aver- 
•*»  size  church  to  slightly  larger 
than  the  average  size  church  east 
sf  the  Mississippi.  For,  while  the 
•roa  contains  only  32  per  cent  of 
the  churches.  It  contains  35  per 
cent  of  the  membership,  2,357,658. 
The  record  on  baptisms  to  about 
the  same  as  that  east  of  the  Missis- 
toppi  for  1949.  With  35  per  cent  of 
the  membership,  the  10  states  re- 
f°d*d  36  per  cent  of  the  baptisms.

In  an  editorial  in  its  April  1 
issue,  America  noted  an  effort  by 
the  Federal  Council  of  Chunl»es  to 
rally  Protestant  support  for  a  pro¬ 
test  against  such  representation. 

“We  know  of  no  organized  ef¬ 
fort  on  the  part  of  Catholics  to 
exert  pressure  on  our  government 
to  send  a  representative  to  the 
Holy  See,”  the  magazine  said.  “If 
any  such  effort  were  made,  it 
would  simply  he  out  of  order.” 

We  do  know  that  President  Tru¬ 
man  promised  a  delegation  of 
prominent  religious  leaders  that  lie 
would  terminate  the  so-called 
“personal  representative.”  Myron 
G.  Taylor  has  been  serving  in  that 
capacity  but  recentlv  resigned.

He  outlined  plans  for  the  start  es 
Sunday,  April  16,  of  a  regular  "Go  to 
Church”  program,  with  emphasis  an 
the  spiritual  training  of  American 
children. 

He  urged  all  Americans  to  Join  vith 
The  American  Legion  and  its  Auxiliary 
to  making  this  the  beginning  of  a 
united  endeavor  to  “make  religion  the 
guiding  factor  in  our  dally  decisions* 
"We  need  to  appeal  for  divine 
guidance  as  never  before,"  Comman¬ 
der  Craig  said.  “Our  first  armament 
must  be  spiritual.  Victories  are  never 
won  by  men  and  women  of  little 
faith.  ,  .We  must  have  a  mighty  and 
continuing  rededication  of  our  faith  in 
God  as  the  firm  basis  of  our  national 
unity.” 

Chaplains  Mobilized 

Setting  the  vast  machinery  of  The 
American  Legion  Into  motion  for 
mobilization  for  this  spiritual  crusade, 
the  Reverend  Edward  J.  Carney,  of 
Lawrence,  Mass.,  national  chaplain, 
has  addressed  a  letter  to  all  state 
chaplains,  asking  them  to  organise 
their  department#  for  thle  program. 

Both  Commander  Craig  and  Chap¬ 
lain  Carney  urged  that  all  posts  and 
units  enlist  all  elements  of  their  com¬ 
munities  In  Joint  divine  guidance  ap¬ 
peal  activities. 

“The  American  Legion  cannot  4e 
this  Job  alone,"  Commander  Craig 
said.  "We  seek  merely  to  give  organis¬ 
ed  impetus  to  a  great  cause.  Our  post* 
ean  start  the  ball  rolling.  But  it  must 
become  a  community  project.  To  ‘hat 
end  we  shall  welcome  the  leadership 
of  all  churches,  of  all  educators  and 
of  all  civic  groups  and  God -fen ring 
citizens  who  believe  ae  we  do  that 
God  i$  our  strongest  ally  in  the  r  .ght 
to  preserve  world  peace  and  prevent 
the  catastrophe  of  atomic  warfare.

More  Members 

Already  the  soul-winning  emphasis 
has  been  intensified.  The  annual  re¬ 
port  for  1949  shows  that  there  were 
35,913  conversions  recorded  by  home 
missionaries,  besides  4,893  professions 
of  faith  under  the  work  of  Southern 
Baptist  chaplains,  and  11.875  additions 
to  the  churches,  with  7.780  baptisms, 
reported  by  members  of  the  evangelis¬ 
tic  staff  of  the  Home  Mission  Board

There  are  31.000.000  people 
m  the  area  served  by  the  Board  who 
are  not  within  easy  reach  of  a  Baptist 
church.  An  effort  will  be  made  to  lead 
M  constituting  5,000  new  churches 
and  10.000  new  mission  stations  over 
the  five-year  period.  Last  year  185  new 
churches  were  constituted  and  577 
new  missions  opened.  Also  50  new 
buildings  were  either  completed  oc 
were  under  construction  in  the  home 
mission  program,  and  54  pieces  of 
home  mission  property  were  improved. 
Appropriations  for  building  projects 
during  the  year  amounted  to  $751,- 
898  85.

AMOS  THE  PROPHET.  Bible  TEXT: 
Amos.  (The  prophecy  to  be  rend). 

I.  THE  PROPHECY 

It  is  »  book  of  nine  chapters  written 
by  Amos  the  prophet  about  790  B.  C.  We 
are  to  have  three  lessons  from  this  book, 
•o  it  behooves  us,  I  think,  to  take  a  look 
at  the  book  that  we  may  the  more  ac¬ 
curately  evaluate  the  prophecy  and  the 
prophet. 

The  book  begins  by  telling  us  that  it  is 
a  record  of  the  words  of  Arnos  who 
labored  among  the  other  herdsmen  of 
Tekoah,  words  which  describe  visions 
which  the  prophet  saw  concerning  Is¬ 
rael,  visions  seen  tat  the  days  of  Vniah 
king  of  Judah  and  Jeroboam  the  son  of 
Joash  king  of  Israel.  The  vaticinations 
of  which  the  book  is  composed  are  pre¬ 
faced  by  a  declaration  that  it  is  Jehovah 
that  hi  them  will  roar  as  a  lion  his 
warning  from  Zion  and  utter  his  voice 
from  Jerusalem,  and  the  consequence  of 
his  roaring  shall  he  terrible  both  hi 
Judea  and  the  hingdom  of  Israel. 

The  prophecy  then  begins  to  burl  its 
denunciations  against  the  nations  that 
surround  Israel  at  distances  not  so 
great.  First,  Damascus  of  the  Syrians, 
then  Gaza  of  the  Philistines,  then  away 
up  to  Tyre  of  the  Phoenicians,  Edom, 
Ammon,  Moab  and  Judah  and,  last  of 
all,  Israel. 

As  the  words  of  iius  prophecy  gushed 
from  the  lips  of  this  fiery  prophet  to  the 
vast  outdoor  crowd  packed  together  in 
the  market  place  of  Samaria,  one  can 
well  Imagine  the  look  on  the  faces  of 
the  multitude  who  heard  the  enemy  na¬ 
tions  surrounding  them  denounced  for 
their  wickedness,  but  die  thunder  of  the 
prophecy  bellows  at  neighbors  a  bit 
nearer  home  each  time  till  at  length 
rumbles  over  the  head  of  Judah.  A 
strange,  uneasy  feeling  must  have  run 
through  the  crowd  as  thunder  sounded 
thus  uncomfortably  near.  And  then  the 
fwry  of  the  storm  burst  upon  them  as 
•hers  beat  upon  their  ears  the  words, 
"For  three  transgressions  of  Israel,  yea, 
lor  four,”  the  punishment  therefor  shad 
wot  be  turned  aside. 

“But  what  has  Israel  done?  What  the 
nature  W  the  wrong  she  has  committ- 
ed?"*  And  the  prophecy  answers:  In¬ 
justice  to  the  poor.  Impurity  in  life,  in¬ 
ebriety,  lawlessness,  dishonesty,  ungod- 
Mn**a.  lack  of  sympathy.  Indifference  to 
•he  approaching  danger  that  should 
bring  devesta  ting  afflictions  upon  them 
to  the  form  of  conquest  of  their  land  by 
a  cruel  foreign  power. 

But.  the  book  closes  with  a  promise  that 
at  laM,  because  His  people  shall  have 
become  worthy  through  subjection  to 
Wna  to  receive  it.  Jehovah  will  visit  in 
•be  plenitude  of  His  mercy  and  restore 
them  and  bless  them.

^Churches  Growing 
Faster  .  Than  Nation 

2,190,164  Gain  in  '48 

Critics  of  the  churches  will  find  no 
comfort  In  the  latest  religious  statis¬ 
tics  which  show  that  church  mem¬ 
bership  is  growing  faster  than  the 
U.  S.  population — that  it  has  been  for 
decades — and  that  the  churches  of 
the  United  States  now  claim  an  im¬ 
pressive  80,000,000  members. 

The  latest  figures  available  (1948> 
show  that  while  the  population  of  the 
U.  S.  rose  1.7  per  cent'  the  church 
membership  rose  2,190,104  or  2.8  per 
cent. 

This  is  nothing  new  for  church 
membership  gains  have  been  outrun¬ 
ning  population  since  1880. 

In  1880  church  membership  repre¬ 
sented  20  per  cent  of  the  population, 
in  1920  forty  per  cent  and  today  55 
per  cent. 

Nor  is  R  true,  as  has  sometimes 
been  reported,  that  the  smaller  sects 
have  been  the  big  gainers.  The  fig¬ 
ures  show  that  the  large  denomina¬ 
tions  are  doing  the  most  growing. 

Largest  gains  in  1948  were  made  by 
Southern  Baptists,  Disciples  of  Christ, 
the  Presbyterians,  Lutherans,  Mor¬ 
mons  and  the  Episcopalians.  All  these 
are  among  the  first  twelve  in  size. 

Greatest  percentage  increase  in 
membership  in  the  25- year  span  was 
reported  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  In  1925,  the  Convention 
had  3,574,531  members.  Last  year  K 
had  (  Mt.tN — a  gain  of  87  per  cent. 

Greatest  increase  in  giving  was 
also  reported  by  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists,  with  a  3f9  per  cent  gain.  The 
figures  show  gifts  to  the  Convention 
bn  1925  amounted  to  937459,614  while 
last  year  they  reached  $156,696,414.
